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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claims 1 and 1 8 and regarding the 
cited references (Lester, Thibeault and Nishitani), applicant argues these references fail to suggest or disclose the claimed radiation 
emitting semiconductor COMPONENT is free of a deposition substrate because the claimed component refers to a completed device, not 
some intermediate assembly of semiconductor layers. However, The term "component" is hereby interpreted as a "constituent part" (See 
Merriam-Webster Collegiate Dictionary, Tenth Edition, 2000), not a completed device as asserted by applicant. As such, the so-called 
component can be part of a completed device and in light of this interpretation, Lester and Thibeault and Nishitani all disclose the structures 
set forth in claims 1 and 1 8 therein. See the Final Rejection mailed on 1 0/29/2008 for further details and explanations on how these cited 
references read on the claimed subject matter. Therefore, since the rejection of claims 1 and 18 is proper, the rejection of claims 2-17 and 
19-37 still stands. Lastly, the Information Disclosure Statementsubmitted on 12/19/2008 has been considered. Attached is the signed copy 
of this IDS. 
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
